Kennedy fought for civil rights, health care, more

HYANNIS PORT, Mass. Sen. Edward M. 
Kennedy of Massachusetts, the last surviv- 
ing brother in an enduring political dynas- 
ty and one of the most influential senators 
in history, died at his home on Cape Cod 
after a yearlong struggle with brain cancer. 
He was 77. 

In nearly 50 years in the Senate, Kennedy 
a liberal Democrat, served alongside 10 
presidents— his brother John Fitzgerald 
Kennedy among them— compiling an 
impressive list of legislative achievements 
on health care, civil rights, education, 
immigration and more. 

Speaking briefly to reporters at his rent- 
ed vacation home on Martha’s Vineyard, 


Mass., President Obama eulogized 
Kennedy as one of the “most accomplished 
Americans” in history— and a man whose 
work in Congress helped give millions new 
opportunities. 

“Including myself,” added the nation’s 
first black president. 

Kennedy’s only run for the White House 
ended in defeat in 1980, when President 
Jimmy Carter turned back his challenge 
for the party’s nomination. 

To the American public, Kennedy was 
best known as the last surviving son of 
America’s most glamorous political family, 
father figure and, memorably, eulogist of 
an Irish- American clan plagued again and 
again by tragedy

Witness the “Cool/Not Cool” survey of some 600 U.S, 18- to 
34-year-olds, released last month by market research firm Harris 
Interactive, 

The findings: It’s coolest to dress casually, like Jennifer Aniston 
and Matt Damon, The coolest nights out are actually those spent 
hanging out at home or at a friend’s house (as opposed to hitting 
the town). Talking face-to-face is the coolest form of communi- 
cation, And the coolest character on “Entourage” is Ari Gold 
(Jeremy Piven), 

But some say the results, commissioned by eyedrop manufac- 
turer ROHTO, are a little ,„ uncool, 

“These people are living under rocks,” said West Town resi- 
dent Monica Dimperio, 27, upon hearing the survey results, 
Dimperio runs The Midwasteland, a fashion and culture blog 
that focuses on style in the Midwest, She’s always on the lookout 
for what’s cool, and Aniston-style casual threads ain’t it, she said, 
“I think that right now people are trying to be unique with 
their clothing,” Dimperio said, “Guys you’d normally see wearing 
jerseys before are now wearing T-shitts with vests,”

Jeremy Gutsche, founder of trendhunter.com, said the ROHTO 
survey “confused ‘mainstream popularit/ with ‘cool,’ ” 
“Basically, if you ask everyone their favorite ice cream, you 
will end up with vanilla being the most popular every time,” 
said Gutsche, whose new book, “Exploiting Chaos,” launches in 
September, “But that doesn’t mean vanilla is cool,” 

Not that the survey should be taken so seriously It was a PR 
stunt to market the “cooling kick” of ROHTO eyedrops, which 
are supposed to feel like “a breath mint for your eyes,” said 
Christina Occhipinti, account executive with Robin Leedy & 
Associates, which does public relations for ROHTO, 

“It’s probably more about what is popular, but in order to tie it 
into the brand we called it the “cool/uncool” survey,” Occhipinti 
said. 

The quest to nail down what’s cool may seem a futile task, as 
it’s a matter of personal taste and everyone has a different defini- 


tion of what cool even means. 

But some make a living spotting what’s hot. 

To Gutsche, something is cool when it’s unique, with the 
potential to go viral— though then, of course, it risks becoming 
so popular that it’s no longer cool (see Uggs, Hush Puppies and 
Crocs, he said), 

Dimperio said she observed that unfortunate fate befall the 
once -cool fedora at Lollapalooza, 

“One person wearing a fedora is cool,” Dimperio said, “But 
about 7,000 people wearing fedoras— it’s just not cool any- 
more,” 

To Irma Zandl, founder and president of the Zandl Group, a 
Brooklyn-based trend researcher, “cool” means being progres- 
sive and trend-forward.

Review: Chicago’s Olympic plan sound, aldermen should monitor operations closely

Mayor Daley’s Olympic 
committee has a reason- 
ably sound financial plan, 
but aldermen must keep a 
close eye on Chicago 20i6’s 
operations, according to a 
six-week review of the bid 
team’s finances released 
Wednesday by the Civic 
Federation of Chicago. 

The review was request- 
ed by the City Council to 
test the financial assump- 
tions put forth by Chicago 
Olympics supporters 
about whether the 2016 
Summer Games would be _ 
profitable. Fears that the 

Games would run over budget, lose money and 
result in a burden for taxpayers have dominated 
the public debate in the final months before the 
Oct. 2 selection of a host city 

The group cautioned that the review was not a 
thorough financial audit, and that time constraints 
limited the depth of the analysis. But the report 
nonetheless said if Chicago 2016 sticks to its plan 
to buy additional insurance the extra coverage 
would create “an effective safety net” to protect 
taxpayers in the event of problems ranging from 
the cancellation of the Games to developers losing 
their financing. 

The report also said it was critical for aldermen 
to use their oversight powers and to monitor the 
city’s Olympic plans. But that appears to miss the 
political reality of City Hall, where aldermen rarely 
have challenged Daley 

“The greatest risk that we see for the City of 
Chicago and the taxpayers is if they get the bid 
and fail to follow the plan and carry out the pro- 
fessional level of oversight that is necessary,” Civic 
Federation President Lawrence Msall said.

The Civic Federation hired a consulting firm, 
L.E.K. Consulting, to do most of the work in the 
review. The London-based firm is currently bid- 
ding on a city contract at O’Hare, a fact that Msall 
said did not present a conflict of interest. 

The report did caution that some of Chicago 
20 i 6 ’s revenue estimates for the Summer Games 
appeared optimistic. 

“Local sponsorships are predicted to be substan- 
tially higher than previous Games, and estimated 


revenues from donations are aggressive when 
compared to past Olympic budgets,” the report 
noted. 

But the federation found that the revenue pro- 
jections did not pose a “significant risk” to hosting 
the Games.

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Quinn backtracks on U. of I. firings 


Gov. Quinn reversed course Wednesday on 
two University of Illinois trustees he had 
threatened to fire, saying he now believes 
it unwise to entangle the university in the 
lawsuit that would surely follow if he dis- 
missed James Montgomery and Frances 
Carroll. 

Quinn has said repeatedly for days that 
the final two holdouts should resign, and 
that he would not hesitate to fire them if 
they refused. He said state law gave him the 


authority to do so. 

But Montgomery and Carroll vowed not 
to resign and threatened legal action, and 
Quinn said Wednesday that he became 
convinced after meeting with them that 
it was not in the state’s interest to push 
them out. 

“I am concerned the university would be 
dragged into ... interminable ... legal battle,” 
he said. “I don’t want the cloud of litigation 
hanging over the heads of all of those who 


attend the university ... I don’t think that 
serves the university” 

Later he clarified his position: “I am not 
going to seek to remove them.” 

Also on Wednesday, Quinn named two 
new trustees to replace those whose resig- 
nations he previously accepted in the wake 
of an admissions scandal. 

The new members are Boeing Co. attor- 
ney Lawrence Oliver II and Merchandise 
Mart CEO Chris Kennedy

Airlines cut fares to get more passengers on 
planes and salvage the summer travel season, 
but now their job gets harder heading into the 
slower fall and winter months. 

The nine largest U.S. carriers lost nearly 
$6oo million in the second quarter of this year. 
Bigger losses are predicted in the third and 
fourth quarters, and some analysts have raised 
the possibility of another round of bankrupt- 
cies. 

The nation’s airlines have been in a defen- 


sive crouch for two years. They’ve cut flights 
and fired workers— first to absorb rising fuel 
prices, then to ride out the recession. But rev- 
enue is down one-fifth or more from a year ago 
at the four largest carriers. 

Because they’ve cut costs, sold new stock 
and borrowed money, the airlines have plenty 
of cash for now. But even in good years, air- 
lines build cash during the busy summer travel 
period, which ends around Labor Day, to get 
through the slower months. 


FEES GOING UP 

US Airways said Wednesday it is 
bumping up its fees for first and 
second checked bags by $5 each, and 
is tacking on an additional fee for a 
second checked bag on trans-Atlantic 
flights. The airline will charge $20 for 
the first checked bag and $30 for the 
second, when bags are checked online.

HOLLYWOOD Shaquille O’Neal’s legendary NBA 
career is flawed by one statistic: free throws. He 
has a .528 average, meaning he misses a lot of 
them. 

“There are two classes of male,” O’Neal said 
the other day “The great athlete and the guy who 
sits on the couch and thinks it’s easy and saying, 
for example, when I miss a free throw, ‘I know I 
could do that.’ ” 

From that thought was born ABC’s “Shaq Vs.,” 
the latest in a string of sports-star reality shows. 
Last week’s premiere had the Cleveland Cavaliers 
center turning to football. 

“You know,” O’Neal said, “you sit there 
thinking, ‘I could throw a football as far as Ben 
Roethlisberger. ’” 

You had to watch to see if he could. And that, 
of course, is the whole point: ratings. 

Dan Durbin, a professor at USC’s Annenberg 
School of Communications who specializes in 
pop culture and sports media, isn’t surprised at 
the proliferation of such sports-star shows scat- 
tered across network and cable TV 

“Reality shows are relatively inexpensive to 
produce,” he said. ‘And athletes provide televi- 
sion pop.” 

The sports-star craze began in earnest with 


the summer 2005 launch of “Dancing With the 
Stars,” a ratings— and revenue— powerhouse for 
ABC from the get-go. 

The show began with one athlete, boxer 
Evander Holyfield, who lost. But athletes have 
won five of the past six. 

“Dancing With the Stars’ ” ninth season will 
include four more sports names— former Dallas 
Cowboys wide receiver Michael Irvin, Olympic 
swimming gold medalist Natalie Coughlin, snow- 
boarder Louie Vito and mixed martial arts star 
Chuck Liddell. 

The show also will have one who dissed a 
sports star— model Joanna Kruppa, who gained 
fame this summer by calling out NFL bad boy 
Terrell Owens for being a bad partner on ABC’s 
“The Superstars.” 

Oh, and Owens? He has “The TO. Show.” 
Cameras follow the NFL star as he drops $137,000 
on earrings and drives around in Bentleys. 

HBO, meanwhile, is airing “Hard Knocks,” 
which chronicles the sad-sack Cincinnati Bengals 
through training camp. The Bengals already lost 
a tight end to a torn Achilles’ tendon. Watch him 
cry!

The crowd 

The Logan Square trifecta of beards, neckties and tattoos 
was out in full force, but this sibling to West Town’s High 
Dive isn’t just drawing twenty- and thirtysomethings. 

Elderly ladies chatted up a bartender and a hip family 
chowed down with their toddler. (Wasn’t it past his bedtime? 
There may be a funky rocking horse mosaic on the wall by 
the bar, but that doesn’t make it a nursery.) 

The look 

“Brady Bunch’’-esque vintage glass lamps hang from the 
ceiling, and red plastic water glasses remind us of Pizza Hut 
in the early ’90s, but jet black chairs and booths toughened 
up with silver studs bring the vibe back to the present. A 
game den in back features a pool table, “Who Dunnit?’’ 
murder mystery-themed pinball and a restored vintage 
photo booth (for the non-vintage price of $4 a strip). 

The drinks 

Ten on-tap beers range from the omnipresent Stella Artois 
to Three Floyds Robert the Bruce. By-the-bottle picks 
(43 total) get a little more unusual, such as Unibroue’s 
Ephemere and Phin & Matt’s Extraordinary Ale from 
Southern Tier Brewing Company. Without any menu 
descriptions, though, you’ll have to rely on your server to 
school you. 

The eats 

There are so many appetizers (gravy-covered fries, chili- 
smothered tater tots and homemade wontons stuffed 
with smoky chorizo and chihuahua cheese) that you easily 
could just stick to sharing. But then you’d miss out on the 
22 burgers, wraps and sandwiches ($7.50-$11), like the 
blackened shrimp po’ boy and a decent barbecue sauce- 
slathered bacon and gouda burger. 

Bottom line 

In Logan Square, if you want studied mixology, head to the 
Whistler; for a true dive, you’ve got Helen’s Two Way. For 
a local bar and grill with an edgier feel (plus more burger 
and beer choices) than nearby Dunlay’s on the Square, the 
Rocking Horse certainly delivers.

There’s something 
refreshing about the 
kind of nightspot that has 
condiment caddies instead 
of cover charges. 

Meet the Rocking Horse 
and the Bad Apple, bars 
recently opened in Logan 
Square and North Center, 
respectively. With plenty 
of beer, burgers and fries, 
these two bars are proud 
of their low-key settings- 
and early crowds suggest 
their neighbors are too.

The crowd 

Leave your heels and A-game at home. This burger- 
noshing crowd is focused on conversation over rounds of 
beer, as opposed to watching the game or scoping out the 
next table over. 

The look 

Craig Fass and Mandy Franklin (who used to run Lakeview’s 
Cooper’s), along with fellow neighborhood resident Ronnie 
Khoshaba, named this bar after a menacing apple figurine 
they’ve toted along for funny photo ops on trips. Apple- 
esque red globe lights hanging from the ceiling, rustic wood 
benches and tree trunks painted on the walls also give a nod 
to the name. Adjacent to the bar, a game room features Ms. 
Pac-Man, foosball and, coming soon, shuffleboard. 

The drinks 

The Bad Apple takes its brews seriously, with beer-geek 
glassware to match. Fifteen rotating draft picks, including 
harder-to-find, special-series craft brews such as New 
Holland’s light and fruity Black Tulip Trippel and Goose 
Island’s hibiscus-laced Fleur, are accompanied by helpful 
flavor descriptions. Prices are cheap, specifically Arcadia 
Angler’s Ale and Great Lakes Dortmunder Gold for $3.50. 

The eats 

Beer also makes its way onto the food menu, from a juicy 
burger topped with porter-glazed mushrooms to the Pig 
& Pint ($9), a tasty pretzel roll sandwich of ale-brined pork 
dripping with rarebit, a Welsh-style Swiss cheese sauce. If 
you only have $5 to your name, there’s the PMO and PBR 
($4), a white bread sandwich of house-cured pickles, mayo 
and onion served with a can o’ Pabst. 


Bottom line 

North Center has its share of no-frills bars (Wild Goose, 
Gannon’s), but the Bad Apple sets itself apart with an 
outstanding beer list featuring hard-to-find Belgian imports 
and the latest from Half Acre, brewed just down the street.

Their eats: When we first learned 
that Chicago-area noodle jug- 
gernaut Joy Ifee would be expand- 
ing yet again, this time with a 
second Chinatown Square loca- 
tion, we were puzzled. With one 
there already, plus outposts in 
University Village, Evanston and Naperville, 
were so many pad Thai and bubble tea desires 
really still going unmet? 

But there was a twist: This Joy Tee, which 
opened about a month ago, isn’t serving 
the standard chow fun and sesame chick- 
en. Instead, it’s focused on Japanese and 
Vietnamese fare, with a crowded lineup of 
sushi, yakitori, teriyaki 
and noodle soups both Japanese (various 
udon, soba and ramen preparations) and 
Vietnamese (pho). 

Though there’s much more than fish on 
the menu, the space screams “sushi bar,” with 
a long counter along one wall, semi-com- 
munal six-seat tables occupying most of the 
first-floor dining room (you’ll get your own if 
it’s not crowded or your party is large, other- 
wise be prepared to share), and shimmering 
mosaic tiles covering the walls. There’s also a 
funky underground koi pond— really more of 
a winding stream, as it runs the length of the 
small dining room— covered with plexiglass so 
you can walk right over the mottled gold and 
white fish as they swim to and fro, oblivious to 
the sushi chef just feet away 

Maki prices skew a bit high, but most rolls 
include a generous eight pieces. Apart from 


the usual suspects (California, 
rainbow, spicy tuna/salmon/ebi, 
etc.), there’s a hefty selection of 
more original creations such as 
the mango-topped Islander ($9) 
and the Special Hamachi ($15), 
a shrimp tempura-cilantro roll 
topped with torched hamachi, 
orange tobiko and lightly pickled jalapeno 
slices. 

Round out your meal with an appetizer 
of Peking duck buns ($8), mantou pockets 
stuffed with squares of hoisin-glazed duck 
and thinly shaved scallions, or a dessert of 
Taiwanese shaved ice. The huge tub of sweet- 
ened ice ($5.50) comes piled high with sweet 
red or green beans (or a mix) and your choice 
of three toppings from a lineup that includes 
fresh fruits, Oreos, coconut, chewy mochi 
(glutinous rice balls) and more. 

Your drinks: Tbu’ll find the largest nearby 
liquor selection at Binny’s Beverage Depot 
(1132 S. Jefferson St. 312-768-4400), a short 
jaunt north by car. If you’re focusing on 
sushi, wine manager Don Sheil recommends 
a bottle of Sokol Blosser Evolution ($12.99), 
an off-dry white blend with lush ripe tropical 
fruit notes. Eor something with more body 
and slightly less acidity than the Evolution, 
try a pinot gris from Willamette Valley, 

Ore., producer Elk Cove Vineyards 
($16.99). Both bottles are available chilled. 
Joy Tee’s Noodles Plus does not charge a 
corkage fee.

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Stick your knife and fork in the dirt: It’s time to 
talk pure naked food. 

That’s naked as in natural, not preserved, 
processed, pasteurized, adulterated or irradi- 
ated. Not baked, boiled, braised, barbecued or 
browned in anyway 

While vegetarians have gone green for gen- 
erations, an increasing crop of health-conscious 
Americans is now going raw. 

The raw food movement is not new, but it has 
grown significantly in the last decade. When 
most of today’s chefs were kids, you couldn’t 
find a raw food “cookbook.” Today, Whole 
Foods stores can have a dozen on display in the 
produce section alone. 

While there are numerous variations on the 
raw food diet— most don’t include meat, cheese 
or eggs, but some do— the bulk of raw foodists 
follow a largely plant-based diet that features 
vegetables, fruits, nuts, seeds, sprouts and noth- 
ing heated above ii8 degrees. 

While not all raw foodists (or “conscious eat- 
ers,” as some prefer) are lOO percent raw, they 
all share a common belief: the more raw, the 
better. 

“When you cook, it {changes] your proteins 
and causes you to over-consume,” said Heidi 
Van Pelt, a vegan chef and former personal chef 
for actor Woody Harrelson. “You need to eat 
more because you’ve cooked out the vitamins 
and nutrients your body requires.” 

Anthropologists Richard Wrangham and 
Nancy Lou Conklin-Brittain of Harvard 
University, however, say humans were meant 
to consume cooked foods. Heating foods, they 
say, renders them more digestible, allowing bet- 
ter absorption. In fact, the practice of cooking 
foods— humans have done it for more than 
250,000 years— has produced biological adap- 


tations, including smaller teeth, longer small 
intestines and smaller colons. 

Translation: We’re not built to eat an all-raw 
diet. 

Furthermore, Susan Bowerman, director 
of the UCLA Center for Human Nutrition, 
sounded this warning for extreme raw foodists 
in the Los Angeles Times. 

‘A raw vegan food plan ... is likely to be defi- 
cient in vitamin B-12. A compound found natu- 
rally only in animal foods, vitamin B-12 protects 
nerve fibers and genetic material. In a recent 
study of 201 raw foodists in the Netherlands, 
published in the Journal of Nutrition, 38 per- 
cent were vitamin B-12 deficient, and more 
than half had elevated blood levels of homo- 
cysteine, an amino acid that requires vitamin 
B-12 for processing and that, when elevated, 
increases heart disease risk.” 

Maureen Veto- Slater, who organized Kansas 
City’s raw-food Bliss Fest, said lots of people are 
vitamin-deficient. 

“To be fair, if they tested people on a standard 
American diet, they’d find a lot of processed 
foods, which are devoid of many nutrients, 
including B-12 and many more,” she said. “That 
controversy has been going on for years with 
B-12. So take a supplement and get over it. It’s 
not a big deal.” 

As far as humans not being made for an all- 
raw-food diet? 

Nobody said you have to go all raw, she said. 
Just take it slow, listen to your body and use 
common sense. 

“If you just eliminate the processed foods, 
you’ve come a long way toward health,” she 
said. 

Andrea Giancoli, an L.A.-based registered 
dietitian and spokeswoman for the American 
Dietetic Association, said she has seen a steady 


increase in interest in raw food over the last 
decade. The reason? 

“There is an explosion of communication, and 
everybody wants to feel good,” she said. “We 
have fast-paced lifestyles, stress, we work a lot, 
and we’re bombarded with junk food, and people 
want to feel better so they tune in to something 
they think might do that for them.” 

Giancoli supports eating more raw fruits and 
vegetables but worries that the most religious 
raw foodists are taking the diet to extremes, 
making claims not supported by science and 
possibly harming their health in the name of 
helping it. 

It’s just not clear that raw is always best. In 
some cases, she said, cooking foods makes 
important nutrients more bio-available for the 
body This is true with the beta carotene in car- 
rots and spinach and the lycopene in tomatoes. 

Proponents of raw food diets say cooking 
food destroys naturally occurring enzymes that 
help us absorb and digest our food. 

“That’s not an untrue statement,” Giancoli 
said. “But enzymes are also rendered inactive by 
your stomach acid. We have our own enzymes 
that we make that are perfectly capable of 
digesting the food. We don’t need the enzymes 
from food.” 

Natalie George, a 31-year-old raw foodist and 
holistic nutrition consultant from Edgerton, 
Kan., has been virtually 100 percent raw for 
two years. She discovered raw foods on a busi- 
ness trip to San Francisco where she ate lasagna 
at a raw food restaurant called Cafe Gratitude. 

It was a revelation. 

“I have more energy now,” she said. ‘And it’s a 
lot easier to get in touch with when I am really 
hungry Before I would eat and eat and eat, and 
I was always hungry Now it’s like I can listen to 
my body more.”

Say what you want against raw foodists, you 
can't argue with the way they feel. 

Like many living the raw-food lifestyle, 
Maureen Veto-Slater of Kansas City says eating 
raw helped her regain her health after a serious 
illness.

Hot dogs, hamburgers, cheesecake on a stick— those scrumptious treats sure made summer fun. 
It all started with Memorial Day barbecues and graduation parties. By July, Taste of Chicago was 
offering sweet, savory and fattening treats and in August, Lollapalooza tempted you with those 
lobster corn dogs. 

Well, now it’s time to burn off those summer calories. We probably don’t need to mention 
that one in four Illinois adults is overweight, according to the Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention. 

Not sure how to get started? An activity calculator can help estimate how much a person will 
burn based on weight, time and intensity Caloriesperhour.com has a calculator with hundreds of 
activities. 

Here are five fun activities and an estimate of how much a family of four can hope to burn. 



Roller skate 
or blade 

The big burn: Skating 
is an intense workout. 
In 45 minutes, a 210- 
pound man burns 500 
calories while a 170- 
pound woman takes 
off 405 calories. 

How to burn more: 
Build up endurance 
and skate for 90 
minutes.
